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Nixon to announce 
new Vietnam troop 
removal tomorrow

on will announce the next stage of Amer­ 
ican troop withdrawals from Vietnam 
Tuesday morning, the White House said 
today. 
Asked about a statement bySouth Viet­ 
namese vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
that 40,500 more American GIs would 
be pulled out by the end of November, 
White 
House press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said "actual figures” would 
come from the President. 
Ziegler refused to say whether the 
40,500 figure was correct. 
He said Nixon would make public the 
"actual figures” in a written statement 
Council review 
of city housing 
element nears

the final installment of a multi-part 
series devoted to the city’s work on the 
state mandated Housing Element.) 


Lompoc’s City Council is expected to 
review the recently completed Housing 
Element early in October and possibly 
set it for public hearing late in the 
month. 
The time table could mean funding 
of key parts of the improvement pro­ 
gram within two years. First priority 
will be given to the segment dealing 
with the city’s central business dis­ 
trict — an area immediately surround­ 
ing the intersection of H Street and Ocean 
Avenue. 
The main thrust of the Housing Ele­ 
ment is the series of policy statements 
which emphasize a strong inspection 
procedure, the encouragement of public 
housing where needed, and the explora­ 
tion of federal assistance programs 
where feasible. 
The city could conceivably get one or 
two of the high priority neighborhood 
plans under way in the two-year period, 
but the CBD segment would have to be 
done first, according to Clinton Sherrod 
city planning director. 
The city is presently maintaining a 
strong inspection program in the newer 
areas but has yet to move into the older 
areas. 
It should be noted that there is a sur­ 
plus of all types of housing in the Lom­ 
poc area as indicated in the FHA analy­ 
sis and the 1965 special census. Local 
realty people have confirmed the exist­ 
ence of surpluses, continuing the econo­ 
mic level of the last several years. 
City officials, however, indicate that 
too little is known about the ability of 
people to purchase or rent adequate 
housing. The factor will not be known 
until the results of the 1970 federal cen­ 
sus are in hand. 
The main emphasis at this time there­ 
fore will be on efforts to eliminate blight 
where it exists and to prevent blight 
conditions from developing in the fu­ 
ture. 
The Housing Element is required by 
state law, specifically to plan for all 
economic segments of the community. 
In the words of the key policy statement 
incorporated in the Housing Element: 
“ That is the challenge for the future."

The first withdrawal, involving 25,000 
men, was completed by the end of Aug­ 
ust. Nixon had indicated he would an­ 
nounce the second phase of U.S. troop 
replacement by Aug. 31. But on August 
24, the President announced he was 
delaying a decision and called for more 
reports on intensified communist attacks 
which occurred in mid-August following a 
long summer lull on the battlefield. 
Ziegler revealed that Nixon decided on 
the second phase of the withdrawal prior 
to Friday’s big strategy session at the 
White House with top diplomatic, m ili­ 
tary and intelligence advisers. 
Ziegler said that decision included 
actual figures. 
Following the Friday conference Gen. 
Creighton W. Abrams, U.S. combat Com­ 
mander, returned immediately to Saigon 
and within two hours after his arrival, 
he reported personally to 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 
Thieu met with his security advisers 
today between another 
meeting with 
Abrams. After the security council meet­ 
ing, Ky told of the planned 40,500-man 
pullout. 
Last May 14, Nixon enunciated three 
principles on which he would base pull­ 
ing out American forces: 
—A scaling down of offensive opera­ 
tions by Communist forces. 
—Progress at the Paris peace table. 
-Capability of 
South Vietnamese 
troops to take over more of the fight­ 
ing. 
Nixon had a meeting set for mid-aft­ 
ernoon today with members of a special 
task force on space goals which was 
expected to recommend that any plans 
for a Mars landing be put off at least 
until the 1980s.

Egyptian forces foil 
Israeli plane attack

Egyptian forces foiled an attempt of 
Israeli planes to raid Army positions 
on the west coast of the Gulf of Suez 
Sunday, an Egyptian military spokes­ 
man said today. Israel said its war­ 
planes pounded Egyptian “ military tar­ 
gets" for 50 minutes. 


The air raid Sunday, the sixth straight 
day of Israeli aerial attacks against Eg­ 
ypt, was concentrated on Ras Ra-riv 
and Ras Zafarana, south of Suez City 
and Israeli Army spokesman said. He 
reported all Israeli planes returned 
safely to base. 


The Egyptian spokesman said a num­ 
ber of Israeli planes attempted to raid 
Egyptian guard posts on the Gulf in 
Rad Ghareb, Ras Shukeir and Zafarana 
but were intercepted by Egyptian air de­ 
fenses and forced to flee to the East. 
He did not mention losses to either 
side or the use of Egyptian planes. 
The spokesman in Cairo also said 
Egyptian and Israeli forces dueled along 
the Suez Canal for eight hours Sunday. 


Jordan reported mortar fire on troops 
from Israeli forces in the north Asshuna 
area, six miles south of the Sea of Gal­ 
ilee. Jordanian forces returned the fire 
and suffered no casualties, their spokes­ 
man said. 
A Syrian military spokesman in Dama- 
suc said Israeli tanks fired on Syrian 
troops in the southern part of their 50- 
mile front. 
The Israeli spokesman reported Arab 
guerrillas ambushed an Israeli patrol 
in the occupied Syrian Golan Heights. 
He said one guerrilla was killed and two 
Israeli soldiers were wounded. 
The Israeli air raid on the west side 
of the Gulf of Suez was in the same area 
a seaborne Israeli landing party, sup- 
ported by tanks and planes, raided Tues­ 
day and was the fifth attack since then 
against Egyptian targets in the Suez 
Gulf area. 
Observers interpreted the raid as 
indicative of Israeli determination to 
keep up pressure on Egypt following 
the major thrust into Egypt Tuesday 
and the aerial battles throughout the 
week. 


American women seek answer 
on status from N. Vietnam

PARIS (UPD — Four American wom­ 
en today appealed to the North Vietna­ 
mese delegation at the Vietnam peace 
talks to tell them whether “ we are wives 
or widows.” 
The four, who flew to Paris from 
Dallas to confront the North Vietnamese, 
set about today to try to oontact the 
Hanoi representatives. Their first task 
today was to exchange dollars for francs 
at a bank near their hotel and, for one 
of them, to buy a toothbrush. 
The four women, all married to U.S. 
airmen shot down over Vietnam and 
listed as "missing in action,” want to 
ask the North Vietnamese whether their 
husbands are prisoners of war. Hanoi 
has repeatedly refused U.S. appeals for 


a list of American prisoners. 
The North Vietnamese, apparentlyem- 
barrassed by the boldness of the wom­ 
en’s move, refused to answer their tele­ 
phone or talk to newsmen today and re­ 
mained closeted behind the high walls of 
their delegation headquarters at Choisy- 
le-Roi. 


A U.S. delegation spokesman said the 
American negotiating team “ wouldbe de­ 
lighted to see them and talk to them and 
do anything to help them.” 
Murphy Martin, manager of a televi­ 
sion station which sponsored the trip 
and who is acting as escort for the wom­ 
en said they would “ not be able to make 
any statement" about the progress of 
their mission before afternoon. 


Thant urges 
arms talks 
with China

SAIGON (UPD — Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky said today 40,500 American 
troops will be withdrawn from South Vietnam by the end of November and that 
another 200,000 may be withdrawn by the end of 1970. The United States already 
has withdrawn 25,000 combat troops. 
Ky said there had been some difference between the United States and South 
Vietnam over which troops would be re- 
............ 
................................ 
moved but this had been settled. He said 
withdrawal of 150,000 to 200,000 more 
troops by the end of 1970 would reduce 
U.S. troop strength in Vietnam to 267,- 
500. There are now 508,000 in Vietnam. 
There was no official American con­ 
firmation of the Ky statement but the 
White House said President Nixon would 
have a statement Tuesday morning mak­ 
ing public the “ actual figures.” 
Ky made the statement to newsmen fol­ 
lowing a series of high - level confer­ 
ences between American and South Viet­ 
namese officials. The U.S. Command had 
no immediate comment but Ky said the 
withdrawal would be announced in a joint 
communique Tuesday. 
Washington reports have said Presi­ 
dent Nixon wanted to withdraw as many 
as 100,000 of the 508,000 American 
troops in Vietnam by the end of the year. 
Ky said it was expected a total of 150,- 
000 to 200,000 would be withdrawn this 
year and that 200,000 was the more like­ 
ly figures. 
Ky said there was no disagreement 
between the United States over the 40,- 
500 figures, which he said includes U.S. 
Marines, 
paratroops and other Army 
combat forces. He said the withdrawal 
announcement would not be coupled with 
any new peace initiatives — “ We have 
made enough concessions.” 
Plans for the withdrawal were reported 
worked out at a weekend Vietnamese stra 
tegy meeting in Washington by Presi­ 
dent Nixon and his closest advisers, 
including Gen. Creighton 
W. Abrams, 
U.S. military commander in Vietnam. 
ft would be the second American 
troop withdrawal. The first was the pull- 
out of 25,000 troops which was complet­ 
ed last month. It apparently was part 
of Nixon’s reported hopes to withdraw 
as many as 100,000Amoricansbytheend 
of the year. 
Whether the U.S. troop withdrawal had 
full South Vietnamese support was not 
known. Abrams held a series of confer­ 
ences with President Nguyen Van Thieu 
and Thieu called an emergency meeting 
of his National Security Council. 
Ky made the disclosure to a handful 
of correspondents at a reception for a 
Vietnamese painter, held at a French 
cultural center in Saigon. He said the 
news of the withdrawal would be* announc­ 
ed simultaneously in Washington andSai- 
gon on Tuesday. 
At the time of the first withdrawal 
— announced at Midway Island after a 
meeting of Nixon and Thieu — the A l­ 
lies agreed that South Vietnamese troops 
would take over American combat duties 
in the field. The decision to withdraw 
40,500 more apparently indicated the Al­ 
lies thought the Vietnamese were ready. 
The United States now has 508,000 
American troops in Vietnam, a drop of 
1,600 in the past week, and the lowest 
level since Feb. 20, 1968, when there 
were 505,800 Americans in Vietnam. 
Any troop withdrawal obviously would 
be aimed at improving hopes of a break­ 
through at the Paris peace talks, now 
hopelessly deadlocked with Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong demanding total withdrawal of 
U.S. forces if there is to be peace. 


Tanker achieves 
northwest passage 


NEW YORK (UPD -The tanker Man­ 
hattan radioed word today that it had 
achieved its goal of becoming the first 
commercial ship to complete the leg­ 
endary Northwest passage, 
A spokesman for Humble Oil Refin- 
ing Co., sponsor of the $39 million re­ 
search voyage, said the tanker arrived 
at Sachs Harbour, Canada, at midnight 
Sunday for a champagne celebration. 
Today, after taking on mall and sup­ 
plies and transferring passengers, the 
Manhattan was pressing on through the 
Beaufort Sea to the rich oil fields of 
Alaska. The tanker’s next stop was tobe 
at Barter island on Thursday.

UNITED NATIONS (UPD - Secretary 
General Thant, declaring that the world 
is caught up in the “ mad momentum of 
the arms race,” urged today that Com­ 
munist China be brought into all dis­ 
armament talks. 
“ The threat of nuclear war is increas­ 
ing every day,” Thant told a news confer­ 
ence. 
“ It is now time for every govern­ 
ment to make serious efforts to asso­ 
ciate all five nuclear powers in all 
negotiations for disarmament in oneway 
or another. 
“ Only the association of all five nu­ 
clear powers in disarmament negotia­ 
tions will be the indis|H*nsable step to 
fashion a world free from fear." 
Thant said the present impasse be­ 
tween Communist China and the rest of 
the world was “ a tragedy.” He welcom­ 
ed the airport conference between Pe­ 
king Premier Chou en-lai and Alexei N. 
Kosygin of the Soviet Union. He said he 
would be happy to see a meeting be­ 
tween chairman Mao Tse tung and Pres­ 
ident Nixon and other world leaders. 
Thant urged restoration of “ normal, 
if not cordial" relations between Com­ 
munist China and the United States. 
He said the past year had not seen 
any progress toward disarmament. 
"We liave witnessed only mounting es­ 
calation," he said. ‘The momentum and 
progress of the previous year seem to 
have been lost. We ar** witnessing only 
the mad momentum of the arms race. 
The human community is at a very cri­ 
tical crossroad. The choices are either 
to escalate the arms race or to march 
toward general and complete disarma­ 
ment which was the unanimous will of the 
general assembly 10 years ago." 
Thant expressed optimism about even­ 
tually ending the Vietnam War, although 
he said he did not believe the death of 
Ho Chi Minh would bring any change 
in North Vietnam’s policy. 
The secretary general said he did not 
believe a cease - fire was "practical” 
in the present circumstances in Vietnam 
but 
that a 
general deescalation could 
bring peace. 


Weed cost

A public hearing to allow property 
owners to object to costs Imposed upon 
them by the Lompoc Fire Department 
for weed abatement will be held by the 
city council during its regular meet­ 
ing tomorrow night, 7:30, at City Hall. 
Fire Chief John Baker will present 
the council with his report of cost and 
work accomplished on the weed abate­ 
ment program. The council will then 
hear any objections from property own­ 
ers and rule whether to allow or over­ 
ride the objections. 
The council will also continue its stu­ 
dy of the proposed business license ord­ 
inance. There have been changes to the 
changes since the council last saw the 
proposal because of an error in determ­ 
ining the amount of revenue to be de­ 
rived from the new ordinance. 
The plan to determine the amorot of 
tax on annual gross receipts would have 
created an $11,000 deficit in revenue 
for the city rather than add about $6,000. 
Since the error was discovered the 
Business License Committee has sug­ 
gested changing certain types of busi­ 
nesses to a flat rate basis of payment 
and dropped a proposal to refund and pro­ 
rate the license tax. 
In other business the council will 
hear a report from the city attorney 
and discuss a suggestion by councilman 
Richard Jacoby to have the office of 
mayor elected by popular vote. 
The council will consider a report 
to the Santa Barbara County Water 
Agency stating the city will not need 
state water (from the Feather River 
Project) at least until the year 2000.

Regulars 
reported 
in Mekong 


SAIGON (UPI) - The U.S. 
m ilitary 
command announced 
today that for the first time it 
has confirmed the presence of 
a regular North Vietnamese 
arm y unit in the Mekong Delta 
south of Saigon. 


Behind a m ortar and rocket 
attack, the Hanoi troops tried 
to over-run a South Vietnam­ 
ese Army training center near 
Tri Ton, 110 m iles southwest 
of Saigon and within 10 miles 
of Cambodia. 


The announcement said the 
government defenders, mostly 
recruits, drove off the attack­ 
e rs, killing 83, but lost four 
killed and 19 wounded them­ 
selves. The fight was Thurs­ 
day, with no reason give for the 
delay in reporting it. 


"An element of the North 
Vietnamese Army 
18B regi­ 
ment was identified as partici­ 
pating in the attack," the U.S. 
command said. "T his conflict 
is the first confirmation in the 
history of the war of a regular 
North Vietnamese Army unit 
operating in the IV Corps Tac­ 
tical Zone (The Mekong Del­ 
ta).’’ 


South Vietnamese helicopter 
gunships and artillery helped 
break up the ground attack in 
the seven-hour battle, m ilitary 
spokesmen said. 


The 18B regiment was identi­ 
fied either from prisoners or 
from documents found on the 
bodies of slain North Vietnam­ 
ese soldiers. Last reports of 
that unit had it in Binh Long 
province northwest of Saigon 
June 20.

The Lighter Side

WASHINGTON 
(DPI) -The 
U.S. Agriculture Research Ser­ 
vice 
has been at work for 
several years trying to develop 
substitutes for chemical pesti­ 
cides and fertilizers that cause 
environmental problems. 
Thus far there have been no 
major breakthroughs, 
but 
I 
recently read an article that 
looked extremely promising. It 
told about a farmer in Florida 
who plays soft music to his 
mango trees. 
The farmer said he had heard 
that corn in Iowa grows faster 
when music is played to it. So 
he had Muzak piped into his 
mango grove on the theory that 
it would increase the 
yield. 
After reading this article, I 
went home to start 
installing 
a stereo record player in my 
backyard victory garden. My 
wife rushed out of the house 
and said, "What in the name of 
Luther Burbank do you think 
you are doing?” I told her 
about the mango grower. 
"That’s ridiculous'” she ex­ 
claimed. 
“ It certainly is,” I agreed. 
"That 
farmer 
should 
know 
better than to expect insipid 
Muzak schmaltz to stimulate a 
mango tree. Mangoes obviously 
need something lively, like the 
‘1812 Overture.* ” 
Then I finished hooking up the 
vegelable garden stereo. I put 
one speaker in the tomato vines 
and the other in a row of 
collard greens, If you stand 
over by the okra patch, you get 
a perfectly balanced tone. 


My okra hasn’t been doing 
well lately. A late heat wave 
has caused many of the stalks 
to droop and drop their leaves. 
I’m 
hoping the music 
will 
perk it up. 
But 
I’m 
not 
making the 
mistake the mango grower did. 
Rather than serenading my 
okra with background slush, 
which is a scattershot approach 
at best, I’m carefully selecting 
the songs that okra loves best. 
Unfortunately, the science of 
horticultural harmonics is still 
in the experimental stage. You 
can’t just walk into a garden- 
supply store and pickup an 
album of all-time okra favo­ 
rites. 
A seed dealer can tell you the 
type of fertilizer and bug spray 
to buy for a particular plant. 
But 
ask 
his 
advice 
on 
asparagus fugues or broccoli 
ballads and you only get a 
blank stare. 
In a small, diversified garden 
such as mine, the trick is to 
pick tunes that will bring out 
the best in an okra plant with­ 
out offending the neighboring 
squash. 
I have found that okra, being 
primarily a 
southern plant, 
thrives on Homer and Jethroe 
records mixed with RoyAcuff’s 
recording of "Blood on the 
Highway. But this mixture will 
cause a sophisticated plant like 
the artichoke to develop a fun­ 
gus. 
for all-around treatment, I 
recommend periodic applica­ 
tions of old Jessica Lragonette 
records. In my garde n, they 
work better than DDT

says Morris. "I don't know 
of any dictionary that car­ 
ries more. We handle them 
like any other words. We do 
label them as 
vulgar' or 
"vulgar slang' when neces­ 
sary. but we indicate how to 
pronounce them and we give 
all of the various meanings 
i in some cases a halt dozen' 
—none of which. I should 
add. are written to excite the 
Freudian instincts of any­ 
one.” 
Morris says the dictionary 
publishes the words with no 
particular relish, but only 
out ol necessity. His feeling 
is they are part of the lan­ 
guage. very much an active 
part, and must, therefore, be 
defined 
Bill Morris, certainly, is 
not the first lexicographer 
i “one w ho writes or com­ 
piles a dictionary” ) to think 
this wav—onlv the first to 


think extensively this way. 
Four-letter words have been 
published in standard dic­ 
tionaries s i n c e the 18th 
c e n t u r y . 
Wordsmith’s 
Nathaniel Bailey (1721) and 
Rev. John Ash <1775) estab­ 
lished the mold—and their 
early works had explicit ex­ 
planations of the same words 
used today 


In the 19th century, how­ 
ever such w o r d s 
(then 
called "cants” ) fell into hard 
times, at least as far as their 
i n c l u s i o n in dictionaries 
went. Says Morris: “ Nobody 
dared 
dignify 
bad 
words 
while Queen Victoria was on 
the throne." For instance, 
the Oxford Dictionary began 
publishing by volume about 
1880. Queen Victoria reigned 
through the publication of 
volume G. After her death. 
man\ four-letter words were 
printed 
in 
r e m a i n i n g 
volumes—but. even today, 
there are no nasties up to G. 
Since 
then, 
cant 
words 
have crept slowly back into 
use until a couple of years 
ago. when Random House 
published a “revolutionary” 
dictionary which broke new 
ground with the language of 
confrontation. 
Now the American Herit­ 
age book is carrying on. even 
bolder. 


The trend, editor Morris 
concedes, could cause some 
problems. Less than 2.5 mil­ 
lion 
dictionaries 
are 
sold 
each year; the market must 
expand to allow another pub­ 
lishing entry. 
And so the 
necessity of public accept­ 
ance is apparent. 
But Morris says he’s not 
especially worried: 
"Look around at the books 
and m a g a z i n e s of today. 


Good books and good maga­ 
zines. They are using these 
words by the many thou­ 
sands of examples. And the 
public is reading them. So I 
don’t think anybody is going 
to be shocked when they see 
them printed in our diction­ 
ary. 
"Our position is this—we 
don’t encourage such words, 
but we are trying to serve a 
need. 
No 
dictionary 
can 
claim to record the language 
of our time without including 
all of it—that is. that much 
of it which the average edu­ 
cated person encounters on 
a more or less r e g u l a r 
basis." 
Besides, M o r r i s adds, 
people will hardly notice the 
language of confrontation in 
this new dictionary. 
It is 
1.6(H) pages long, including 
some 4.1KH) illustrations. 
It 


has 6,000 geographic entries, 
200 maps, between 5,000 and 
6,000 idiomatic phrases, 800 
usage notes, 20,000 sample 
sentences and phrases, 5,000 
illustrative quotations from 
literature, 40,000 etymologies 
and nine l e n g t h y front 
articles. 
In all this welter of word- 
age, any drooly hunters of 
no-no’s will have to hump 
(“ slang: to exert oneself” ).

California Gov. Ronald Reagan, an alleged “ reactionary,” 
has signed one of the most liberal pieces of legislation in 
its area — divorce law — ever to be placed on a governor’^ 
desk. 
Gone, but for one exception, is the archaic 
concept of 
“ grounds” (extreme 
cruelty, 
adultery, 
“ indignities” and 
so on). Except for incurable insantiy, the only ground in Cali­ 
fornia will be irreconcilable differences — in other words, 
the recognition that some marriages simply have not worked 
and cannot be made to work and that there is not necessarily 
one wholly guilty party and one wholly innocent party to every 
marriage breakdown. 
The very word divorce will be replaced on the records by 
“dissolution of m arriage.” 
Alimony, 
one of the worst rackets fostered by divorce 
laws, will be determined by considering a woman’s age, earn­ 
ing ability and the duration of the marriage. 
Also gone will be a lucrative source of income for private 
investigators. Their reports will no longer be permitted as 
evidence. 
America’s divorce laws, as an outgrowth of the common 
law, are for the most part a reproach to a civilized nation. 
The adversary system, whereby plaintiff and defendant and 
their lawyers do verbal battle in court, with the truth the 
hoped-for winner, may be the best system for most types of

litigation. 
In divorce cases, however, it more often than not compounds 
the anguish and bitterness that already exist between the con­ 
tending parties. 
Most divorces, of course, do not go as far as a court trial. 
The battle takes place behind the closed doors of attorneys’ 
offices, where they and their clients dicker over the terms 
of the settlement and over who shall be the “ guilty” party 
and who the “ innocent.” 
Children are often the pawns, with visitation privileges trad­ 
ed off against alimony payments. 
The court in most instances routinely ratifies the agree­ 
ment reached and grants the divorce, while the law main­ 
tains the fiction that no agreement was made in consideration 
of a divorce. 
California has the highest divorce rate of the 50 states. It 
now has one of the best divorce laws, though the latter fact 
may have no beneficial effect on the former. 
For those who advocate taking divorce preliminaries out 
of the hands of lawyers entirely and turning them over to 
panels of human relations professionals, the new law does not 
go far enough. But at least a little common sense and compas­ 
sion have been introduced in an area where they are desperate­ 
ly needed. 
It is to be hoped that it is the beginning of a trend.

In some cases, excess avoirdupois has 
meant the difference between getting and 
losing high ♦ paying jobs, qualified appli­ 
cants passing every test except the sil­ 
houette and still being rejected. And 
among jobholders, it appears to have a di­ 
rect but inverse relationship with exec­ 
utive pay checks. 
Of men studied in posts paying from 
$10,000 to $20,000, 35 per cent were 
overweight by 10 pounds or more. But 
in the $25,000 - and - up bracket, the 
portly group dwindled to 10 per cent, 
the rest of the front office men appar­ 
ently resembling the health club ads. 
The well - padded physique clearly is 
having increasing difficulty squeezing in.

Pedestrian deaths account for a siz­ 
able 18 per cent of the more than 50,000 
traffic fatalities in the United States 
each year. 
According to a report by the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, accidents involving pe­ 
destrians are most likely to occur at 
night, in clear weather, under artificial 
lighting and on a dry, 
straight as­ 
phalt road. 
The University studied 286 pedestrian 
deaths in Detroit and suburban county. 
11 was found that 106 of the victims were 
crossing a street outside a crosswalk 
or in the middle of the block. Another 
102 were crossing at intersections. The 
rest were walking or standing in the road­ 
way. 
Alcohol was the single factor most 


commonly 
associated 
with these fa­ 
talities. Of 195 victims over 12 years of 
age tested for alcholol, 61 per cent had 
been drinking — and half of these showed 
over .10 per cent alcohol level in the 
blood, the federal standard for intoxi­ 
cation.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (NEA)

least three simple Democratic 
party reforms may soon be on their way 
to general adoption, but few Democra­ 
tic governors here believe that these or 
any 
other changes will do much to heal 
the widened factional breaches in their 
party.

informed Democratic governor 
says the McGovern 
Committee on Re­ 
form of National Convention Delegate 
Selection probably will recommend, as 
fundamentals, these propositions: 
—That no part of the delegate selection 
process be initiated before January of 
a presidential year — to answer criti-

cisms that, in the past, the choosing of 
representatives 
has begun so early in 
some states that they did not reflect the 
popular mood at nominating time. 
—That the basic meeting in each state 
—whether precinct 
caucus 
or county 
or district 
convention — be entirely 
open to the citizenry to allow their par­ 
ticipation in the selection process. 
—That 
the actual 
choosing of delegates 
be 
wholly by demo­ 
cratic 
method, 
with 
no arbitrary picking 
of honorary, ex-off i- 
cio or other special 
representatives to the 
convention. 
Democratic 
gov­ 
ernors 
sampled 
at 
this 
61st 
National 
Governors’ 
Confer­ 
ence 
forsee no problem at all in gain­ 
ing widespread party support for do­ 
ing the delegate choosing only in the 
presidential year itself. 
The other proposals, if they do indeed 
materialize in the McGovern commit­ 
tee’s 
report expected some time this 
fall, may prove more troublesome. 


Sen. Harold 
Hughes of Iowa, a com­ 
mittee 
member, already has suggest­ 
ed that the committee may offer 
a 
proviso designed 
to assure at least 
minimum 
representation 
of blacks, 
Mexican - Americans, 
the young and 
any other significant minorities on dele­ 
gations. 


He says committee inquiries indicate 
that wholly democratic selection meth­ 
ods 
would in some places swamp out 
these 
minorities 
and leave them un­ 
represented. 


Some Democratic 
governors 
here 
agree with this judgment and some do not. 
It seems clear, in any event, that the 
basic commitment will be to “democra­ 
tic method.” 


Though no queried governor quar­ 
reled with the idea that in each state 
the party's 
“basic 
meeting” starting 
the selection process should be open 
to all who wish to participate, some feel 
that this proposal — even if universally 
adopted — will not cure all the flaws.

Democratic outlook dim 


WASHINGTON SEPT. 11 - To the re­ 
turning traveler the post - Kennedy po­ 
litical landscape has, from the Democra­ 
tic perspective, a bleak and stricken 
look. While hurricane Gerda hit only 
the fringes of Cape Cod, the roar of 
the Teddy Kennedy storm continues to 
blast away at what was once taken 
for granted as the invincible march 
to power. 
That is a reflection of the weakness 
of a posture resting so heavily on a sin­ 
gle individual and on the apparatus of 
publicity and acclaim that individual 
commanded. Or, rather, the assumption 
that the magic of a name and a legend, 
coupled with great resources of money, 
would sweep all before it. 
Even before the tragedy of the bridge 
at 
Chappaquiddick 
Sen. Edward Kenne­ 
dy had shown a cer­ 
tain political inepti­ 
tude. He had got him­ 
self too far out in 
front too early. He 
seemed to be exploit­ 
ing such minor is­ 
sues as the plight of 
the eskimos in Alas­ 
ka to get into the na­ 
tional spotlight. The 
plain truth was that at the age of 37 
Kennedy 
was 
still untried, the name 
counting for far more than the perform­ 
ance. 
In the stricken landscape, with Kenne­ 
dy eliminated for at least the foresee­ 
able future, the craggy shape of another 
and far different New Englander stands 
out. Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine was 
but little known outside his home state 
a year ago. Tapped by Hubert Humphrey 
at Chicago to be the party’s vice-presi­ 
dential candidate, Muskie’s quality of 
simple, unadorned directness won in­ 
stant recognition. He was a homespun 
hero in what was otherwise an unhappy 
campaign. 
Pushed by adm irers around the coun­ 
try and not immune from the virus of 
presidential ambition, Muskie in Janu­ 
ary began a furious roundabout of speech­ 
es and public appearances. It was essen­ 
tial to raise money if he was to have a 
chance of challenging the Kennedy name 
and the Kennedy resources. And a far 
sharper national identity was also essen­ 
tial. 
But this whirling dervish act could 
scarcely be sustained. Muskie succumb­ 
ed to the despairing conviction that the 
steam for a nationwide drive could 
not be generated on a do-it-yourself 
basis. That could happen in Maine where 
he had been, as the son of a Polish 
immigrant, his 
own creator. In effect, 
he bowed out in recognition of the Ken­ 
nedy inevitability. 
Muskie today is far more relaxed. 
He means to 
hew to a policy line in 
speeches and statements that will con­ 
firm his reputation as a moderate, stand­ 
ing for the broad objectives of his par­ 
ty. At the same time a staff of friend­ 
ly volunteers, some of them out of the 
Kennedy camp incidentally, will help him 
with ideas, position papers and speech 
drafts. 
A bookie looking to ’72 would have to 
put Muskie high in the money. Nothing 
florid, nothing sensational, the cut of his 
jib conforms to the mood of the times. 
The Muskie image is reassuring — in­ 
tegrity, common sense, the proof that a 
newcomer without fortune or family can 
rise to the top. 
The next consideration for the cau­ 
tious bookie would have to be the worth 
of a Democratic presidental nomination 
three years hence. Here the imponder­ 
ables are such as to constitute a bog 
of uncertainty. The party out of power is 
faced with increasing Republican gains, 


notably 
in the governors’ chairs, and 
this, coupled with the extraordinary run 
of Nixon luck, makes the present out­ 
look dim. 
Returning from his travels abroad in 
midsummer Humphrey, who is certainly 
in the winter book for ’72, had stern 
words of admonition for the Democrats 
in Congress. Speaking to 
a group in 
the Senate and noting the laggard pace 
of legislation prior to the approaching 
August holiday, he uttered this warn­ 
ing: 
“ In 1970 President Nixon can go to 
the country with the 
same battle cry 
that President Truman used in 1948. He 
can talk about the legislative failures 
of a Congress with solid Democratic 
majorities. The President has put one 
program after another up to you and you 
haven’t acted. He can appeal for the elec­ 
tion of Republicans to help him get his 
programs through. And if the Republi- 


cans have substantial gains in the Sen­ 
ate and the House the chances for a Dem­ 
ocrat winning in 1972 will be a lot worse 
than they are today. Unless the record 
of Congress improves in the second ses­ 
sion and unless the Democratic party 
gets behind its own legislative program, 
I can see Nixon aiming a campaign at 
the ‘90-worst’ Congress just as Tru­ 
man went after the ‘80-worst’ congress 
and won against all the odds.” 
That warning cannot be ignored. Repub­ 
licans strategists looking to the next 
three years could hardly ask for more 
than a do-less Congress, with Demo­ 
crats in nominal control of Senate and 
House. But as the explosive history of 
recent years has shown events have a 
way of upsetting in a twinkling the 
rosiest of strategies.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In World War II this reporter was as­ 
signed by the U S Army to work in an 
organization in contact with Ho Chi Minh 
in the war with Japan. In the years 
since, these old contacts have been con­ 
tinued. 
From this very personal experience, 
this 
reporter 
be­ 
lieves Ho’s death will 
have a profound ef­ 
fect on the future of 
the war in Vietnam, 
on the place of North 
Vietnam in the Com­ 
munist world and on 
the future of commu­ 
nism 
in Southeast 
Asia. 
Much 
has 
been 
made of the argument 
that Hanoi’s communist rulers will not 
change their plans and their purpose be­ 
cause of Ho's death. 


But this is not the point. 
Some men, good or bad, are irre­ 
placeable. France without De Gaulle is 
not the same. Nor is Russia without 
Stalin, Britain without Churchill, nor 
India without Gandhi. 
The new Hanoi rulers may be close 
disciples. They may hold the same ide­ 
ology. But they are not Ho. 
This reporter has talked with peo­ 
ple in Thailand, with men in Laos and 
South Vietnam’s Delta and with Cambo­ 
dians who hate communism and fear and 
despise Ho’s aggression in Laos and the 
south, who, nevertheless, had a deep 
respect for the Ho of history, the man 
they believe drove out the French. 
In this sense, Ho’s death has eroded 
the emotional thrust for unifying North 


and South Vietnam. Hanoi’s ties witl 
thousands in Cambodia, Laos and Thai 
land have been weakened. 
Even within the organization, thing; 
will be different. A reluctant Norti 
Vietnamese cadre or an enraged Vie 
Cong commander in the south couli 
be brought to heel by a command ii 
the name of Ho. Orders from a join 
leadership in Hanoi will not have quiti 
the same effect. Morale will be a littli 
lower. There will be more tendency ti 
question orders. 
As with Mao Tse-tung in China, mei 
followed Ho despite his mistakes, be 
cause he seemed invincible. He had sur 
vived defeats that seemed certain disas 
ter, and this brought the conviction 
however bad things were, that somehow 
Ho again would win in the end. His sue 
cessors will not have that respect 
Ho had even greater strength in in 
ternational communism. Brezhnev migh 
pressure Ho, but he could not pusl 
too hard. For Ho was his histórica 
senior in the Red world. Ho stood a: 
an equal with Mao. He could there 
fore, to a degree almost unbelievable foi 
such a small country, go his own way 
despite his dependence on Moscow an< 
Peking for arms. His successors wil 
be more susceptible to what Russia oi 
Red China want. 
The intrigues of Peking and Moscov 
almost certainly will further weakei 
Hanoi’s unity and the clear-cut com 
mand structure necessary for efficien 
prosecution of a complicated guerrilli 
war. 
These Hanoi weaknesses maynotshov 
up immediately. But there most certain 
ly will be a 
slow deterioration ii 
North Vietnam’s ability to control Soutl 
Vietnam, Laos and northern Thailand
